“The decision to suspend 
publication for two weeks is

“The latest stat that I saw 
as of today is that the U.S. 
lags behind other countries 
significantly in the number 
of people that have been

“Some feel that our re

quickly,” Keenan said. 

“The idea is to distance 
yourselves from others 
don't go to large meetings.

If you distance yourselves, 
the theory is that the spike 
won t occur. The number of 
cases may remain the same, 
but they will be spread out 
over a longer period of time 
and the hospitals will be bet- 
ter able to handle the cases.” 

Locally, Keenan said the 
number of cases associated 
with an employee confer- 
ence Biogen held in late 
February shows how readily 
the coronavirus can spread. 
Eighty-two of the 108 pre- 
sumptive positive and con- 
firmed cases of the virus in 
Massachusetts as of March 
12 were linked to the con- 
ference.

QCAN Advocates Use Of Reusable Bags 


Quincy’s ban on single- 
use plastic bags took effect 
March 1 and Quincy Cli- 
mate Action Network has 
been among the organiza- 
tions easing the transition 
by distributing free reusable 
bags. 
You may have seen. the 
style of bags we’re giving 
out; they have long been 
sold. for a modest 10 cents 
at many local retail chains. 
They are made from low 
density polyethylene with a

pared to the paper bags 
stores are giving away. 

It seems obvious, then, 
that reusable bags provide 
a high-quality, affordable 
alternative to single-use 
bags of either paper or plas- 
tic. Now the trick is to get 
consumers to switch to re- 
usables. Ideally campaigns 
like ours will sway large 
numbers of shoppers to 
switch, but studies suggest 
this is highly unlikely. Our 
own observations during 
Our giveaway | confirm ' that 
“a plastic bag batt without a 
modest fee for ‘paper bags 
only succeeds “in moving’ 
Shoppers from environmen- 
tally, harmful’ single-use’: 
plastic bags to environmen- 
tally harmful single-use pa-’ 


per bags. 

In fact, short of a ban 
on all kinds of single-use 
shopping bags,  there’s 
only one proven way to get 
shoppers to get reusable 
bags and bring them to the 
store: impose a small fee 
on paper bags. The fee’ is 
not a money-grab, a tax, or 
any sort of punitive plot to 
separate Quincy’s shoppers 
from their money. Rather, it 
is a little nudge to get us to 


' adopt a healthier behavior. 


‘The mayor and. ¢ity 
‘couricil enacted the ban with 
‘@ar environment, our wild- 
‘life, ‘and ‘our waterways in 
mind, and those are all no- 
ble reasons. But, as a trained

In this case, we are missing 


an important note that oth- 
ers who have gone before us 
have found: the fee on paper 
bags has been mandated by 
our state’s two largest cities 
as well as two whole New 
England states plus Oregon 
and California.

If you are looking for a quick, simple 
and satisfying recipe that contains beef, to- 
day’s recipe will do that, I promise.

Councillors Support 
Harriet Ave. Acquisition

City councillors unani- 
mously approved a resolu- 
tion asking Mayor Thomas 
Koch to consider acquiring 
a parcel of land on Harriet 
Avenue in Montclair to stop 
a potential development 
from going forward. 

The resolution, intro- 
duced by Ward 3 Council- 
lor Ian Cain, was approved 
at the council’s March 9 
meeting. Later that night, 
Chris Walker, Koch’s chief 
of staff, said the mayor was 
open to discussing the idea 
with Cain. 

The councillor had host- 
ed a community meeting in 
February to review Boston 
Property Ventures’ plan to 
build 75 residential units at 
0 Harriet Ave. More than 
150 residents -attended that 
night’s meeting, with many 
of them voicing opposition 
to any development on site. 
Several residents said the 
city should acquire the land 
to stop development on site. 


Cain on March 9 said 
the project “has caused 
considerable consternation” 
among area residents even 
before formal plans have 
been filed with the city. 

“We held a neighborhood 
meeting a couple weeks 
ago, which was very ener- 
getic,” he said. “Basically, 
what came out of this meet- 
ing was the suggestion that 
we take a look into acquir- 
ing this parcel so that we 
can protect this area. 

“It does abut a wetland. It 
is in a primarily Residential 
A area and could potentially 
have various adverse effects 
on both the neighborhood as 
well as the environment.” 

The parcel at’ 0 Har- 
riet Ave. includes 133,000 
square feet of land. The par- 
cel is located in a Business 
C zoning district, which 
allows multi-family hous- 
ing developments, though 
the nearby neighborhood is 
zoned Residential A, which 
allows only single-family 


houses by right. The site 
includes wetlands areas and 


‘ is also located in a federally 


designated flood plain. 

The plan for the site, as 
presented at the community 
meeting, called for the con- 
struction of a six-story, 65- 
unit residential buildmg and 
10 townhouse style units. 
The larger building would 
include seven studio units, 
36 units with one bedroom 
and 22 two-bedroom units. 
Each townhouse would 
have three bedrooms. The 
units in the larger building 
would be apartments while 
the townhouses would be 
sold as condominiums. 

Eighty-one parking spac- 
es would be provided on 
site, with spaces located in 
a surface lot and under the 
main building: Vehicular 
access would be through 
Harriet Avenue, with an 
emergency access coming 
from the State Street South 
complex.

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Where Do Germs Hide? From Sponges To Smartphones 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

We all know that germs 
are everywhere. Some of 
their habitats are obvious 
such as toilets and litterbox- 
es, however there are places 
and items that may escape 
your attention. and may har- 
bor all sorts of pathogens. 

The simplest route for 
germs to escape their hiding 
places and find their path 
into your body is through 
your hands. Your hands are 
continually interacting with 
objects in your home, and 
they’re also what you use 
to wipe your eyes and nose, 
and to feed yourself. This 
allows for a common way 
‘for infectious diseases to get 
past your skin; your body’s 
main defense against these 
pathogens. 

These are a few of the 
environments where germs 
love to hide: 

Kitchen Sponge 

Your kitchen sponge 
spends a lot of time being 
damp and warm; precisely 
the environment bacteria 
love to multiply in. It is 
particularly concerning if 
you cook with raw meat or 
chicken, notorious carriers 
of E.coli and Salmonella, 
some of most common 
sources of food poisoning. 


Keep in mind that contami- 


nated foods on your kitchen 
sponge can leave their mark 
wherever they go such as the 
surface of the sink, counter 
and the drain. 
Remote Control 

Remote controls are one 
of the most germ-covered 
items in a home. As you 
channel surf, your fingers 
pass Over a germ zone that 
rarely gets cleaned. All 
those buttons provide op- 
portunities for germs to 
come into contact with your 
skin. And if you eat while 
you do this, your fingers are 
then potentially transferring 
germs onto the food you in- 
gest, giving bacteria an easy 
route directly into your body 
and leaving you vulnerable 
to sickness. 

Pet Toys 

Researchers in Japan 
studied the bacterial plaque 
from 66 dogs and 81 hu- 
mans. They found that both 
human and dog mouths are 
loaded with bacteria, just not 
of the same kind. They fur- 
ther discovered that many of 
these bacteria are extremely 
transferable, meaning that 
close contact with pet germs 
can upset the bacterial bal- 
ance in your own mouth. 
These transmissible bacteria 
include E. coli, Salmonella, 
and Campylobacter, all of 
which can causé gastroin- 
testinal infections. 


Microwave 

When it comes to clean- 
ing, it seems that many peo- 
ple forget what may be lurk- 
ing inside the microwave. 
It’s important to sanitize 
your microwave unless you 
want your leftovers served 
with a side of bacteria. 

Computer Keyboard 

Your keyboard is cov- 
ered in germs; especially 
if you’re not the only one 
using it, so don’t forget to 
delete those pathogens with 
a good cleaning. On the 
other hand, your cleaning 
regimen shouldn’t end at 
the keyboard; make certain 
that your desk is sanitized 
as well. One study found 
more than 20,000 bacteria 
per square inch on desk sur- 
faces. That’s more than six 
times the number found on 
the average keyboard and 
more than 400 times the 
number found on the aver- 
age toilet seat. 

Cutting Board 

Your cutting board is a 
haven for foodborne illness- 
causing. bacteria, whether 
it is constructed of wood 
or ‘plastic. Be sure to al- 
ways clean and sanitize it 
thoroughly, especially after 
cutting raw meat and vege- 
tables, and replace the board 
when it is worn. 

Refrigerator 
Though usually _per- 


ceived of as an area that pro- 
tects our food from bacteria, 
a refrigerator can contain 
such pathogens as E. coli, 
salmonella and listeria. This 
is especially true of the sal- 
ad drawer and door handles. 
Coffee Table 

A popular destination for 
our remotes, phones and oth- 
er bacteria-covered items, 
such as your feet, our coffee 
tables are typically covered 
with pathogens. This makes 
a good argument for proper 
cleaning and the regular use 
of coasters! 

Water Bottles 

Whether returning from 
the gym, school or the of- 
fice, your water bottle may’ 
be covered with enough 
bacteria to make you sick. 
Be sure to throw it in the 
dishwasher after each use. 

Makeup Bag and Purse 

Typically dark, damp and 
with an abundance of items 
to feed on, the makeup bag 


‘is a refuge for harmful bac- 


teria. Additionally, your 
purse travels to most of the 
places that you do; public 
restroom, floors of restau- 


- rants, market wagons and 


who knows where else. One 
study found that one in five 
purses and handbag handles 
contains bacterial contami- 
nation great enough to pose 
a threat to health. 
Closets 


Home to the coats, hats 
and gloves you use to keep 
yourself toasty while you’re 
out and about, your closet 
is the nearest thing in your 
home to a public place. Bac- 
teria from your travels flour- 
ish alongside those jackets 
you’ve been meaning to dis- 
card or donate. 

Lunch Box 

Contaminated foods and 
contact with dirty surfaces 
at school make your child’s 
lunch box a tangible feeding 
ground for bacteria. Daily 
cleaning is a must. 

Washing Machine 

Even when it’s full of 
detergent, there are copi- 
ous amounts of germs in- 
side your washing machine. 
Children’s clothes and all of 


our undergarments provide 


for a multitude of bacteria. 
Dishwasher 
Not even your dish- 
washer is protected from 
bacteria. With an abundance 
of food particles and mois- 
ture, this is yet another place 
where germs are more than 
delighted to congregate. 
Your Smartphone 
Researchers found that 
people swipe, tap, type, and 
click over 2,600 times a day 
on average. Most, people 
never even think to sani- 
tize their phone. However, 
with ‘all of that touching, 
your phone can become a

breeding ground for various 
bacteria. One study found 
that of 150 cell phones, 124 
showed bacterial growth, 
most commonly those that 
belong to the Staphylococ- 
cus family, some varieties 
of which can cause Staph in- 
fections. Also keep in mind 
areas that your cell phone 
ends up touching, typically 
your face, your ears, and 
your lips. The danger of 
spreading disease increases 
when you share your phone 
with someone else and can 
lead to cross-contamination. 

Most of these germ 
hotspots have something in 
common; they are places 
that have continuous contact 
with your hands. In addition 
to cleaning and sanitizing, 
the simplest solution.is to 
wash your hands properly, 
and often to prevent- the 
spread of these potential 
disease-causing agents.

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$10 Million Loan Fund Available For 
Small Businesses Impacted By COVID-19 


Businesses With Under 50 Full-Time, Part-Time Employees 
Can Apply For Loans Up To $75,000; No Payments Due 6 Months - 


The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration Monday an- 
nounced economic support 
for small businesses with 
a $10 million loan fund to 
provide financial relief to

The $10 million Small 
Business Recovery Loan 
Fund will provide emergen- 
cy capital up to $75,000 to 
Massachusetts-based _ busi- 
nesses impacted by CO- 
VID-19 with under 50 full- 
and part-time employees, 
including nonprofits. Loans 
are immediately available to 
eligible businesses with no 
payments due for the first 
six months. Massachusetts 
Growth Capital Corporation

‘TIRMAA’ Provision 

Dear Rusty: About a month or two ago I was notified 
that my Social Security was being reduced from $1,583 a 
month to about $1,283 a month - a $300 deduction! They 
said it was because my income was over the limit on my last 
return. I filed my taxes “married - filing separately” because 
my wife has her own income. If we had filed jointly, I would 
not have had the reduction. My question is why wasn’t this 
told to us when we filed our Income Tax last year instead of 
a last-minute thing? I am a 77-year old and a 100% disabled 
veteran, which probably has no effect on this, but wanted to 
add that information. Any light you can shed on the matter 
will be very much appreciated. Signed: Irritated Senior 

Dear Irritated Senior: First, I want to thank you for 
your service to our country. Allow me to explain what I be- 
lieve happened. Your net (not gross) Social Security benefit 
payment was probably reduced as a result of a rule known 
as “IRMAA” - the “Income Related Medicare Adjustment 
Amount.” This is a supplement added to your Medicare 
Part B premium as a result of higher income, and a higher 
Medicare premium would mean a lower net Social Security 
payment. 

Although filing your taxes separate from your wife does 
mean a lower income reported to the IRS for you, it also 
reduces the clip levels at which the IRMAA rule kicks in. 
For those who file income tax as an individual, IRMAA ap- 
plies if your “provisional” income from all sources, includ- 
ing IRA or 401(K) withdrawals and half of your SS benefits 
for the tax year, exceeds $87,000. For those who’file taxes 
jointly as a married couple, IRMAA applies if your com- 


. bined income is more than $174,000. Incomes above those 


clip levels result in corresponding higher IRMAA premi- 
ums, up to a maximum of $491.60 (for 2020). So appar- 
ently your income for your filing status exceeded one of the 
higher IRMAA clip levels, which resulted in your monthly 
Medicare Part B premium going from the standard $144.60 
to an IRMAA premium about $300 higher. Note that if your 
income.jn a subsequent year falls below the IRMAA clip 
levels, your Medicare premium will also go down to the 
level appropriate for your more recent income level. 

As far as why you weren’t told this in advance, neither 
Medicare nor the IRS (nor any other Government agency) 
will advise you in advance on such matters; the onus is upon 
you (and your tax preparer or financial advisor) to “under- 


Stand the implications of your incomé on your Medicare 


premium as well as your income. tax obligation,: You may 
want to speak to your tax advisor to see if there is a tax- 


filing option for eliminating the IRMAA. Once again, thank 


you for your service to our country, and I hope the above 


Clarifies what happened to your Social Security benefit.

Gov. Charlie Baker 
meanwhile has ordered el- 
ementary and secondary 
schools to remain closed 
until April 6. Eating and 
drinking inside restaurants 
has been barred and gather- 
ings of more than 25 people 
prohibited until that date as 
well. 

The Quincy Sun will 
not be publishing issues on 
March 26 or April 2 as a re- 
sult of the outbreak. 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 
on Tuesday afternoon said 
the number of presumptive 
positive and confirmed cas- 
es of COVID-19, the disease 
caused by the novel corona- 
virus, had risen to 218 in the 
state, an increase of 21 since 
Monday. Of that total, 102 
are linked to an employee 
conference the biotechnol- 
ogy company Biogen held 
in late February. 

The total number of cases 
in Quincy has risen to nine, 
Koch said Tuesday, eight of 
which are linked to the Bio- 
gen conference. The mayor 
said health officials are try- 
ing to determine how the 
ninth individual contracted 
the virus. 

Koch has postponed pub- 
lic meetings through at least 
March 30, including this 
week’s scheduled meeting 
of the School Committee; 
next week’s City Council 
meeting has likewise been 
cancelled. 

In a 


phone interview 


Tuesday, Koch said he 
would ask councillors to 
convene in an emergency 
session later this week to re- 
purpose $500,000 from the 
city’s snow and ice removal 
account, which is running at 
a surplus this year, to fight 
the epidemic. Koch said 
the money could be used 
to purchase protective gear 
for first responders, which 
could potentially allow for 
the establishment of a sat- 
ellite testing facility in the 
city. 

The mayor also plans to 
ask the Affordable Housing 
Trust Fund Committee to set 
aside $1 million for rent as- 
sistance for hospitality sec- 
tor workers impacted by the 
pandemic.. The city would 
work with the Quincy of 
Chamber of Commerce to 
disburse those funds. 

Koch noted an emergen- 
cy order issued by Baker last 
week suspending the open 
meeting law would allow 
those two bodies to meet by 
teleconference rather than in 
person. 

The mayor said he has 
been proactive, commu- 
nicating frequently with 
Baker and Lt. Gov. Karyn 
Polito, and spoke with 
U.S. Rep. Stephen Lynch 
on Tuesday. Koch said he 
also talked with FoxRock 
Properties about reopening 
Quincy Medical Center if 
necessary or putting up tents 
on the hospital grounds to 
treat patients. 

“We are doing every- 


thing we can in our power 
to minimize the impact this 
will have in our communi- 
ty,” Koch said. 

Quincy Health Commis- 
sioner Ruth Jones told city 
councillors last week ,the 
chance of the novel corona- 
virus spreading in the city 
and the state remained low. 
On Monday, she said the 
risk had increased, but there 
was no evidence of commu- 
nity transmission in Quincy. 

“Overall in Massachu- 
setts, the risk is rising a little 
bit,” Jones said. “I would 
still say we are not seeing 
community transmission.” 

Jones said she expects 
the number of cases would 
continue to rise as the state 
ramps up its testing capa- 
bilities. 

The Quincy Health De- 
partment was monitoring 37 
individuals for COVID-19 
as of Monday, Jones said, 
as a result of international 
travel or contact to one of 
the reported cases. Those 
residents are asked to self- 
isolate in their homes for 14 
days, the incubation period 
for COVID-19. While self- 
isolating, they are asked 
to take their temperatures 
twice each day and report 
any fever over 100.4 de- 
grees or any other symptom 
of the disease to health of- 
ficials. 

Koch had previously 
announced Quincy Public 
Schools would be closed 
this week and next in re- 
sponse to the outbreak.

The state is also distrib- 
uting $5 million to local 
boards of health and taking 
steps to expedite the on- 
boarding process of more 
licensed health care profes- 
sionals, Baker said. 

The U.S. Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
on Sunday recommended 
gatherings be limited to no 
more than 50 people for the 
next eight weeks to stop the 
spread of COVID-19.

Quincy Housing Authority, 
Neighbor Works Seek 
Germantown Subdivision

The Quincy Housing Au- 


_thority and NeighborWorks 


are seeking permission for 
a subdivision that officials 
say could allow for addi- 
tional residential units in the 
vicinity of O’Brien Towers 
in Germantown. 

The Planning Board on 
March 11 heard the appli- 
cants’ request for the sub- 
division at 0 & 71 Bicknell 
St. and 23 St. Germaine St. 
No vote was taken that night 
as the Planning Depart- 
ment continues to review 
the request; the matter will 
be back before the’ board on 
April 8. 

In September 2018, the 
Neighbor- 
Works permission to build 
the Germantown House, a 
five-unit group home for 
developmentally disabled 
adults, at 71 Bicknell St. 
The group home — already 
under construction — is be- 
ing built in partnership with 
Work Inc., who will staff 
the building. Tim Doherty, 
NeighborWorks’ real estate 
development director, said 
the original plan for the site 
included a new driveway off 


board granted 


Bicknell Street to access a 
parking area for the group 
home. | 

NeighborWorks has 
since reached an agreement 
with the Quincy Housing 
Authority to utilize the main 
entrance to O’Brien Towers 
at 73 Bicknell St. to access 
the site in lieu of build- 
ing a new driveway from 
Bicknell Street to the group 
home, Doherty said. 

“When we were before 
you last, one of the com- 
ments was can you negoti- 
ate some access from the 
housing authority and do 
away with what is ultimate- 
ly a superfluous driveway,” 
Doherty said. “We were able 
to reach an agreement with 
the housing authority.” 

The subdivision plan 
which would convert the 
O’Brien Towers driveway to 
private right of way — must 
be approved as part of that 
proposal, he explained. 

Claudio Sala, an engi- 
neer for the applicant, said 
the driveway leading to 
O’Brien Towers has been 
well-maintained over the 
years. It is 30 feet wide with 
a sidewalk along one side. 


“Basically, it’s a road_It’s 
a very well-maintained road, 
it’s a very well-constructed 
road and it’s in good shape. 
It’s in excellent shape,” Sala 
said. “Buses come in and 
out and there is no problem 
with traffic flow.” _ 

Rob Stevens, the city’s 


-deputy planning director, 


said the housing authority, 
not the city, would remain 
responsible for the drive- 
way if it were converted to 
a private road as part of the 
subdivision. 

Stevens said the subdivi- 
sion plan would allow for 
better access to the Neigh- 
borWorks group home while 
also giving the Quincy 
Housing Authority the op- 
portunity to construct new 
housing units in the space 
between O’Brien Towers 
and Bicknell Street. 

“This is in line with the 
executive director’s mission 
to try to-capitalize on their 
land area and the potential 
to add additional afford- 
able housing units,” Stevens 
said. “We don’t know if that 
will ever come to light, but 
this will create a separate 
parcel for the housing au- 
thority.”

City councillors ap- 
proved Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s to take by eminent 
domain three parcels of 
land in the vicinity of Broad 
Street as part of the proposal 
to build a new public safety 
headquarters nearby. 

The city will pay up to 
$6.7 million for those par- 
cels of land. 

Councillors approved 
Koch’s request to take the 
parcels at 24 Broad St., 39- 
45 Broad St., and 40 Field 
St. in a 7-1 vote on March 9. 
Councillor Anne Mahoney 
opposed the request while 
Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci was not in atten- 
dance. 

In the same vote, coun- 
cillors awarded $1.95 mil- 
lion to the owners of 24 
Broad St.,.a 49,619-square- 
foot parcel; $3.75 million to 
the owners of 39-45 Broad 
St., a 50,562-square-foot 
parcel; and $1 million to 
the owners of 40 Field St., 
a 19,201-square-foot parcel. 

City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins provided councillors 
with a price range for each 
of the parcels in a December 
memo, based on appraisals 
undertaken by Steven Fos- 
ter on behalf of the city. The 
awards granted by council- 
lors were on the high end of 
each of those ranges. 

James Masterman,. an 
eminent domain attorney 
working for the city, said 
councillors were provided 
price ranges so they could 


make their own determina- 
tions about the parcels’ val- 
ues. 

“We were not looking to 
come up with a particular 
number at this point other 
than to shape for the council 
what we thought the likely 
range of values would be,” 
Masterman said. 

“We didn’t want to go 
before the council and say 
this is what the number must 
be without having a fulsome 
discussion with you as to 
what went into each of these 
appraisals and talk about 


data if you want...rather 


than just accepting that this 
is what Mr. Foster’s opinion 
of value was.” . 

Mahoney asked several 
questions about the project 
during the council meet- 
ing. The new public safety 
building, which will be built 
in the vicinity of the current 
police headquarters at 1 Sea 
St., is in a flood plain, she 
noted. 

Timmins said most of the 
surrounding neighborhood 
is in a flood plain and the 
design of the new building 
would take that into con- 
sideration. Emergency ve- 
hicles, he noted, would be 
stored on the second floor of 
a new garage, which would 
place them out of the flood 
zone. 

Koch’s chief of staff, 
Chris Walker, said the lo- 
cation is the best possible 
choice for the new building. 

“That location is where 
the police station is today. 


That police station/public 
safety headquarters is sus- 
tainable for future develop- 
ment. That is the location 
that is best suited to hold a 
police station/public safety 
headquarters,” Walker said. 
“That does not mean 
there aren’t some engineer- 
ing challenges associated 
with it. Of course there are, 
we're a coastal city [with] 
27:miles of coastline and 
a vast flood plain, and we 
have to deal with those, 
but in cases like this where 
a building already exists, 
we can work around those 
through engineering.”

sure we are going to hear all 
about it in the courts,” Mas- 
terman said. “In the mean- 
time, to protect the taxpayer, 
we will not be paying that 
money until the title is re- 
solved.” 

Following the meeting, 
Mahoney said she opposed 
the eminent domain takings 
because the city should have 
taken back the land at 24 
Broad St. previously. 

“I won’t vote for some- 
thing that the taxpayers of 
the city of Quincy should 
have gotten,” she said. 
“We're paying $1.9 million 
that we should never have 
had executed and sold. That 
makes me call into question 
just about everything we’re 
doing right now.” 

In addition to replac- 
ing the current police sta- 
tion, the new public safety 
headquarters will house the 
administrative offices for 
the Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment and the Emergency 
Management Department. 
The fire apparatus — Engine 
1, Ladder 1 and Rescue 1 
— currently based out of de- 
partmental headquarters at 
40 Quincy Ave. will remain 
there. 

The money to purchase 
the land will come from a 
$32 million bond city coun- 
cillors approved in Decem- 
ber. That bond included 
funds to purchase five par- 
cels of land, including the 
three taken by eminent do- 
main March 9. 

In addition to those three 
parcels, the city purchased 
the vacant lot at 47 Quincy 
Ave. from National Grid for 
$1.5 million in February. 
City officials have said that 
site could one day be used 


for a new fire station to re- 
place the facility across the 
street. 

The city is also looking 
to purchase 450 Southern 
Artery, which is now home 
to a Stop & Shop gas sta- 
tion; the fuel tanks on site 
could be used to fuel the 
city’s emergency vehicles 
at the public safety build- 
ing. Walker, Koch’s chief of 
staff, said negotiations for 
that parcel of land remain 
ongoing. 

The construction of the 
new public safety building 
will also require the demo- 
lition of the Quincy Animal 
Shelter and Father Bill’s, 
both of which are located on 


Broad Street and are in city- 
owned properties. A new 
animal shelter is planned 
for Quarry Street while Fa- 
ther Bill’s could move to 39 
Broad St. 

The $32 million bond 
also included funds to com- 
plete the design of the new 
building. The design should 
be finalized later this year 
and administration officials 
are expected to go- before 
the council in the fall to seek 
an additional bond to build 
the new headquarters. 

The new building could 
open as soon as the fall of 
2022 with site work com- 
pleted the following spring.

Rammelsberg Furniture 
KOKO 

If you never lived in Ohio 
you’ve probably never 
heard of Mitchell & Ram- 
melsberg furniture. It was 
the largest furniture manu- 
facturers of its time located 
in the Midwest, but not in 
Grand Rapids, where most 
of the furniture was made. 
(Lots of lumber and goods 
are transported from the 
Great Lakes to the Missis- 
sippi River and then to the 
ocean and overseas.) The 
company started in either 
1836 or 1847 in Cincinnati. 
It made top-quality Vic- 
torian furniture with hand 
carving and steam-driven 
woodworking machines 
making the parts. It became 
Robert Mitchell Furniture 
Co. in 1881 and didn’t 
close until 1940. 

Pieces often were marked 
“M & R,” or the inside of 
a drawer might be stamped 
“Mitchell & Rammels- 
berg.” Only a few pieces 
of a bedroom set were 
marked. sa .-manv pieces

the work. The ‘company 
worked in many styles, 
from Classical to Egyptian 
Revival. It also made din- 
ing sets, desks, sofas, hall 
trees, occasional tables and 
other pieces.

A: The wording on your 
dish indicates it is not an 
antique. In 1971, the Food 
& Drug Administration set 
regulations on the amount 
of lead in glazes on ceram- 
ic dishes used for food. The 
standards have been revised 
since then and now also in- 
clude regulations govern- 
ing the amount of cadmium 
in the glaze. Cadmium is 
often used in bright red and 
orange glazes. The words 
marked on your dish are a 
label the FDA requires on 
dishes that contain unac- 
ceptable levels of these 
metals. 

Ceramic dishes made in 
Asia or Mexico, especially 
those with bright colors, 
are more likely to be unsafe 
than those made in Europe 
or the U.S. Acidic foods can 
cause the metals to leach 
out of the glaze if the dish 
hasn’t been fired properly 
and the glaze completely 
sealed. Enjoy your dish 
as a decorative piece, but 
don’t use it for food. There

Councillors Seek 
Progress Report On 
Animal Shelter, Dog Park

City councillors want a 
progress report on the city’s 
efforts to build a new ani- 
mal shelter and dog park on 
Quarry Street. 

Councillors Anne Ma- 
honey and Brian Palmucci 
on March 9 introduced a 
resolution, which was ap- 
proved unanimously, seek- 
ing an update on those two 
projects. They asked that the 
information relative to those 
two projects be included as 


part of a larger update on 
projects being undertaken 
by the Department Natural 
Resources, which is expect- 
ed at one of the council’s 
next two meetings. 

“The taxpayers deserve a 
timely update for this,’ Ma- 
honey said during the coun- 
cil’s March 9 meeting. 

The council in 2017 ap- 
proved a $27 million bond 
for various park improve- 
ment projects, which in- 
cluded $500,000 for the new

dog park on Quarry Street. 
The city alse received a 
$250,000 grant for the new 
park. 

Later that same year, the 
council approved. a $3.55 
million bond to pay for the 
design of the new animal 
shelter, which will be locat- 
ed on the same parcel as the 
dog park. Koch had:sought 
$7.1 million for the shelter, 
but councillors balked at 
fully funding the projectbe- 
fore designs for the facility 
were complete. 

Work on site, including 
construction of a new ac- 
cess road to reach both the 
dog park and shelter, began 
in 2018. 

The dog park and animal 
shelter would be located on 
a 22-acre parcel of land the 
city owns that is adjacent to 
the Avalon Quincy develop- 
ment.
